In the late 1970s, the Board of Trustees deter- 
mined it would continue allocating tithing funds to 
support schools belonging to The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints as long as full-time stu- 
dent enrollment at each scnool didn’t surpass 
27,000. 

Barring this mandate, and considering the increas- 
ing number of students seeking enrollment at BYU, 
is expansion possible? More importantly, would the 
expansion of BYU be good for the University? 

Currently, BYU’s full-time enrollment for under- 
graduate students is about 28,000 — a permissible

Expansion would affect class size and classroom 
space, two of the biggest concerns for any school. 

“Bureaucracy, lines, funding [problems] and park- 
ing” are not just BYU issues, these are also chal- 
lenges for Ohio State University, the largest univer- 
sity in the United States, said Okey Tolley, facilities 
information specialist in OSU’s Planning 
Department. 

Parking is “real dandy” at the University of 
Washington too, said Barbara Mahoney of U of 
W’s Facilities Management Department. “We’re 
very hemmed in.” 

In different approaches to these challenges, U of 
W (33,000 students) is expanding with two satellite 
campuses and OSU (39,000 students) is maintain- 
ing its size. ie 

This is understandable considering U of W’s main 
campus has about 703 acres and OSU’s has 1,645. 

BYU owns about 638 acres. 

“We have the option to go and buy property from 
people as needed (with the approval of the Board of 
Trustees),” said Paul Reese, BYU’s civil engineer.

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“We’ve been buying property over the years,” 
Reese said, mostly from private owners. 

“When I first came here there was a lot of unde- 
veloped land,” Reese said. “Now there’s not a lot of 
vacant land that can change.” 

Reese says BYU can still find land to acquire and 
even modify existing BYU property, as was done to 
a parking area for the new Museum of Art. 

Facility acreage is not the only hurdle for adminis- 
trators wanting to expand. 

According to Dave Freeman, owner of several 
apartment complexes near BYU, single student 
housing is sufficient for this area and its schools. 
Married housing, though expensive, is also suffi- 
cient for now. 

“The market will expand [along] with BYU,” 
Freeman said, “the problem is that people can’t 
afford the rent that new developments require.” 

Even though the number of students at BYU will 
not change, physical facilities will continue to 
expand. 

The new Ezra Taft Benson Science Building is an 
example. 

Harker says that current plans imply expansion 
beyond the year 2000. : 

The new building and expansions are not to 
increase capactiy for a larger student body, Harker 
said, but will help as far as class size and lab avail- 
ability.

Massachusetts scientists share Nobel 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. — In 1977, two:scientists separately studying the 
virus that causes the common cold discovered an unknown structure for genes 
that revolutionized genetics and helped other researchers earn a Nobel Prize. 

On Monday, Phillip A. Sharp and Richard J. Roberts won their own. 

The Massachusetts-based scientists were named co-recipients of the Nobel 
Prize in medicine and will share an $825,000 prize. 

Sharp, 49, a native of Falmouth, Ky., heads the biology department at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Roberts, 50, a native of Derby, 
England, works at New England Biolabs in Beverly, Mass. 

Genes were thought to be unbroken segments along strands of DNA. Roberts 
and Sharp discovered that individual genes can also be discontinuous. 

“Everybody thought that genes were laid out in exactly the same way, and so 
it came as a tremendous surprise at the time,” Roberts said. 


Encyclopedia editors rewrite history 


BOSTON — With the world map in flux, the editors of the Columbia 
Encyclopedia’s latest edition found themselves trying to pin down history as it 
happened. ‘ 

Their entry on the USSR begins, “It was established on Dec. 30, 1922, and 
dissolved on Dec. 31, 1991.” 

The single-volume encyclopedia, now weighing in at 11 pounds and 3,072 
pages, has been the first reference and reality check for millions since its debut 
in 1935. 

Using fax transmissions, telephone interviews and computer-aided cross-ref- 
erencing, editors Barbara Chernow and George Vallasi rewrote 60 percent of 
the entries from the fourth edition, published in 1975. 

For example, an earlier edition’s account of Gen. George A. Custer described 
the Indians slaughtering his troops at Little Bighorn. The current Custer entry 
refers to his massacre of Native Americans at Washita. 


U.S. dams agency changing its focus 


WASHINGTON — Known in the past for building dams, the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation is dramatically changing its mission under President Clinton to 
focus on environmental protection and water management. 

This is likely to mean an increase in federal water rates for farmers — a major 
issue in the arid West. 

“We price water at far below its value and in so doing we’ve encouraged 
excessive use in many cases,” says Dan Beard, the new commissioner of the 
bureau. 

“It inevitably will get down to how much we charge for the water. We’ve got 
to begin to charge more what its value is,” Beard said. 

On that point, Beard will probably have to duel with powerful Western mem- 
bers of Congress. 


Russians will elect all legislators 


MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin moved to give more power to Russian 
voters Monday by ordering that both chambers of Russia’s new parliament 
should be elected, instead of just the lower chamber. 

Yeltsin said the upper chamber, the Federation Council, will be elected on 
Dec. 12 along with the larger State Duma. The order was issued as Yeitsin 
departed for Tokyo for a three-day state visit. 

The upper chamber will consist of two representatives from each of the 
Russian Federation’s 89 regions. Previous plans were for each region to send 
two appointed delegates. 

Representatives to both chambers will serve four-year terms. They are to meet 
for the first time 30 days after they are elected. 

Yeltsin disbanded the old parliament on Sept. 21 and called for the December 
elections to the new body, collectively known as the Federal Assembly. His 
action broke an 18-month standoff between the president and hard-line law- 
makers over the pace of economic reforms in post-Soviet Russia. 

Yeltsin has set presidential elections for next June.

Deadbeat parents, spousal abuse, sexual abuse 
and other physical and emotional abuses are 
overwhelmingly the result of a man’s action 
or inaction, not a woman’s. 

Many branches of current feminist thought 
have moved well beyond the outdated argu- 
ment that full-time mothers are “selling them- 
selves short” by not pursuing a professional 
career. Instead, current thought encourages 
women to do whatever they want, so long as 
the woman is happy and satisfied. I don’t see 
anything denigrating, destructive or funda- 


mentally different from men in this respect. I - 


have also noticed in some local religious cul- 
tures that a woman’s choice often plays a 
backseat role to a male. 

Finally, we many want to change some 
terms. “Women’s issues” may be a more 
appropriate and expressive term than femi- 
nism. Valuing the contributions, opinions and 
equality of women is not exclusive to females. 
Many men, myself included, share these same 
values. Similar to myself, most feminists 
don’t wish to break up the family, be homo- 
sexual or be victimized by the opposite sex. 
Rather, we endeavor to promote equality and 
understanding, something that Zukin’s opin- 
ion appears to lack.

Phillies squeak by Braves; 
look to end series at home

After exactly seven years, Len 
Dykstra did it again. 

After Mitch Williams and Kim 
Batiste helped Philadelphia blow a 
3-0 lead in the ninth inning, Dykstra 
hit a 10th-inning homer Monday 
that gave the Phillies a 4-3 victory 
over the Atlanta Braves and a 3-2 
lead in the NL playoffs. 

Dykstra, whose ninth-inning 
homer gave the New York Mets a 
dramatic 6-5 playoff victory over 
the Houston Astros on Oct. If, 
1986, saved the day after the 
Phillies defense unraveled in the 
ninth inning. 

Earlier, it was the defense of left 
fielder Pete Incaviglia and right 
fielder Wes Chamberlain that kept 
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ACADEMY SQUARE DENTAL 
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the Braves from scoring. After Curt 
Schilling walked Jeff Blauser to 
open the ninth, Batiste failed to 
come up with Ron Gant’s grounder 
to third, setting up another dramatic 
Braves comeback. 

So, despite being outscored 30-16 
in the series, the Phillies moved 
within a game of their first World 
Series since 1983. 

Atlanta, seeking to become the 
first NI-team to win three straight 
pennants since the St. Louis 
Cardinals from 1942-44, must win 
two in a row on the road, just like it 
did two years ago at Pittsburgh. 

The Phillies were still reeling in 
the 10th when Dykstra homered fo 
right-center on a 3-2 pitch, his sec- 
ond homer of the series and fourth 
in the NL playoffs.

Shaken Baby Syndrome can cause 
unnoticeable brain injury or death

Seven Utah infants died this year as a result of Shaken 
Baby Syndrome, a form of child abuse in which children 
are vigorously shaken without support to their head. 

A baby who has been shaken may not look abused 
because there aren’t any bruises or broken bones, said 
Callene Bobo, education director at Mountain View 


Hospital in Payson. 


“But these babies are not normal,” she said. “In a lot of 


ways they’re even more abused. 


“Shaking babies can cause eyesight problems and learn- © 
ing disabilities due to hemorrhaging of the brain,” Bobo 
said. It can also cause seizures and death. 

The amount of damage to the baby depends on how the 
shaking was done, the part of the body shaken: and the 


amount of shaking done. 


Parents or baby-sitters who are under great stress are 
more likely to shake babies, Bobo said. Also, parents with 
many children who don’t know how to cope with their 


problems are at risk. 


The main reason that parents shake their infants is 
because the babies are crying, said Carol Brumfield, pedi- 


tees have fallen into a state of lethar- 
gy, abandoning projects that had sus- 
tained them and kept the camp vibrant 
and their morale high.

Doctor advises early flu shots

The best way to prevent the flu is a 
three-month trip to Tahiti, but for stu- 
dents who can’t afford the sojourn, a 
$5 flu shot will have to do, said Dr. 
Gus Hoffman. 

Hoffman, who is in charge of immu- 
nization at the McDonald Health 
Center, said the need for a flu shot 
depends on students’ general health. 

“Flu shots are recommended for 
those who have a chronic heart or 
lung condition or have had their 
spleens removed because of illness or 
accident,” Hoffman said. “Those who 
are involved in the medical profes- 
sic where they are taking care of 


patients, should also get a flu vaccina- 
tion.” 
Those 55 or 
older should 
aiso be vacci- 
nated, he said. 
Children don’t 
generally need 
a vaccination 
because the ill- 
ness in children 
is usually very 
mild, he said. 
The vaccine’s 
protection rate 
is 85 percent 
effective, mean- 
ing that those vaccinated have an 85 
percent chance of not getting the flu. 


“If someone is going 
to get the shot, they 
need to get it by mid- 
November for the shot 


to be effective.”

“It’s the biggest (game) we’ve played 
here,” Schulthess said. “Beating 
Miami (in 1990, when the Hurricanes 
were No. 1) was the biggest here.

BYU President Rex Lee said that 
with his school’s increased respect 
around the country over the years, 
he’s not surprised that the Irish are 
coming to Provo.

“When I was a student, I never 
dreamed we would be playing Notre 
Dame in a three-game series,” Lee 
said. 

In 1992, when BYU played in South 
Bend at storied Notre Dame Stadium, 
the Irish beat up on BYU, winning 
42-16. 

But President Lee said he gained a 
lot of respect for Notre Dame during 
that experience — and not just for the 
football team. 

“Last year, our band was not there. 
So before the game, their band played 
‘Rise and Shout,” President Lee said. 
“Later, during half time, their band 
faced the BYU section and played the 
school song again. Isn’t that class? Of 
course, we'll do the same thing for 
them this year. 

“I’ve never been shown so much 
hospitality by a school as I was by 
Notre Dame last year. This week’s 
game gives everyone — students,

opportunity to show Notre Dame the 
same level of hospitality that we were 
shown when we were there last year. 

“I would make a plea to students 
and the entire BYU community to go 
out of their way to be gracious and to 
give them a good BYU welcome and 
treat them with the highest sense of 
sportsmanship.” 

President Lee said he has estab- 
lished a good relationship with the 
dean of Notre Dame’s law school, 
which, coincidentally, led to the 
arrival of the Vatican’s Etruscan 
exhibit which opens Oct. 18 at the 
new BYU Museum of Art. 

Schulthess also admires the Catholic 
school. “Years ago I was a little jeal- 
ous of Notre Dame, a school with its 
own TV network, a seemingly built-in 
recruiting system, etc.,” he said. “But 
when we played them in basketball a 
number of years ago, I got to know 
them, I developed a respect for them 
and the kind of people they are.” 

Of course, there are many similari- 
ties between BYU and Notre Dame. 
Both are schools with a religious 
affiliation and because of their respec- 
tive widespread followings, both 
schools have attracted widespread 
aversion. 

But one difference is that BYU has 
become a football power only in the 
past 20 years. Notre Dame, on the

As for the current status of BYU’s 
team, which is trying to forget last 
week’s game, President Lee said he 
believes the Cougars will rebound.

Concept Key program provide ’ 
activities for latchkey children »

Elementary school students whose 
parents aren’t around when they get 
home from school can now spend 
their afternoons cooking, going on 
field trips, playing soccer and making 
arts and crafts. 

The Concept Key program, an after- 
school program designed for latchkey 
kids, gives these kids somewhere to 
go and something to do after school. 

Two Provo schools, Joaquin 
Elementary and Maeser Elementary, 
offer the program: 

“The Concept Key Maeser 
Elementary After-School Program is 
funded under a grant given to the 
Concept Key program at the Boys and 
Girls Club of Provo,” said Tara 
Springer, the program’s assistant 
director. 

Springer, 21, a senior at BYU 
majoring in youth leadership, said the 
kids who participate in the program 
are often children of BYU and Utah 
Valley State College students. 

“We want to let other parents whose 
kids go to Maeser Elementary know 
that this program exists so that their 
kids may participate, too,” Springer 


Students can call the Health Center 
for appointment information, he said. 

People should also be familiar with 
flu treatment, Hoffman said.
